The memo, from FBI Associate Director Clyde Tolson 
tq Alan H. Belmont, assistant to J. Edgar Hoover, details information 
provided by Gordon Shanklin, special agent in charge of the Dallas 
office, about lee Harvey Oswald, who had already been taken into 
Ctystody.
